We 
subjoin some practical diréctions: 


NATURE OF THE SOIL. 


Almost any kind of soil will grow flax seed 
successfully, especially such as are adap- 
ted to wheat. If sown an rich botiom lands, 
you get a luxuriant growth of straw, but not 
so much seed as when sown on_ upland, 
Clny, hard pan, or eandy lands, are better 
for a good yield of seed, though rich loam, 
or prairie lands are good, especially if they 
are rolling und well drained. It must be 
borne in mind that, a selection with a view 
to a good crop af seed_is quite different from 
one for a good erop af fibre-~ihe one requir- 
ing a harder, dryer soil; white the other 
should have a low, rich, moist land. A dry 
season is favorable to a crop of seed, hile 
a wet season is almost indispensable toa 
good crop of the fibre. 


PREPARATION OF THE GROUND. 


The ground for flax seed should he plow- 
ed the fall before, and again in the spring, 
and finely pulverised witha heavy drag. 
Thorough deep plowing, and pulverising the 
earth, as far as possible, should never be 
neglected. The seed shou!d be sown broad 


cast and should have as light a covering of 


earth as possible, and, to this end, a bruah 
should be used instead of a diag, so as not 
to coverthe seed toodeep, ‘Che field should 
be laid off in furrows or lands, and trenches 
run withthe plow to carry of the surplus 
walter. 

TIME OF sOWING. 


It may be sown as early in the spring as 
can be done with safety against frost-—Manyv 
persons pay no attention ta frost and sow 
quite early, some even sow it on the snow in 
February or March, as about nineteen cna- 
es in twenty frost does not injure it; bur 


there is a particular stage of the growth of 


the young sprout, when, if the frost takes it, 


it will perish, which gives the preference to 


ordinary epring sowing. Ifnot sown till ra- 
ther late in the spring, it frequently does not 


get sufficient growth before the dry weather 


overtakes it. Therefore, sow late enough 


to avoid frost, and early enough to secure 


early spring rains.

Cultivation of Fruit, 
Anp Some Hints on TRANSPLANTING. 


No branck of business in the West pays 
as well, for the amount of money and labor 
inveated, as that of fruit growing, if properly 
managed. Every man who sets a tree or 
plant should first procure some treatises an 
fruit raising, such as Downing on. Fruit, 
Thomas’ Fruit Cultorist, or Barry's Freit 
Garden, and there he will find everything in 
the line of fruit raising satisfactorily explain- 
ed. 

Dry ground should be selected for an or- 
chard, The yround should be plowed at 
least one foot deep; the holes should be dug 
considerably larger than the extent of the 
roots of the trees to be planted, and not less 
than eighteen inches deep; cut of all broken 
roota, and smooth with a sharp knife the 
ends of those that are mutilated by the spade 


in digging. Ifthe tree is of any size, place 
the same side tothe sun as it was in the 
nursery. Ii is readily distinguished; the 


south side is of a reddish brown color, and 
the north of dark green, When transplan- 
ting; then fill up the hole with the earth taken 
from the surface, well pulverized, afd be 
sure that you leave no vacancies about the 
roots, Ifthe ground be dry, when you get 
the roots covered, pourin half a bucket of 
water, and when it settles away, fill up the 
hole. Re careful not to trend the earth 
down too firm. Then maleh—that is, place 
coarse manure or straw one or two inches 
deep on the ground about the tree. 

A youug orchard should be by nil means 
cultivated with a hoed cfop, and never atlow 
small grain or grass to be sown among them 
If you wish your trees to fruit young, train 
the tops to branch within two or three feet 
of the ground, and keep your’ pruning knife 
in your pocket and steck out of the orchard, 
It will soon pay you for your trouble.
